A repeti- 
tion of the shower was threatened this 
morning, when the crater was covered 
by a huge column of smoke. This aft- 
ernoon the outlook is brighter, and 
the general panicky feeling that pre- 
vailed here is subsiding. Yesterday 
many people went on board the steam- 
ship Madiana to leave the city, as 
there was fear of another disaster here. 

VIOLENT DETONATIONS. 

(BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED as—P M. 

PARIS, May 18.—{By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.}] A dispatch to the Matin from 
Fort de France, dated Saturday, May 
17, says that during the previous night 
fifteen violent detonations from Mont 
Pelee were heard, accompanied by 
lightning, which lit up the entire 
island.

LIQUID FIRE RAINED DOWN ON 
PASSENGERS AND CREW.

Wonderful Heroism of Captain and 


Few of His Men Saved Burning Ship 
From Total Destruction—All Survivors 


Frightfully Burned.

NEW YORK, May 18.—The Norton 
line steamer Etonta arrived here today 
from the River Platte via St. Lucia. 
where she called for bunker coal on 
May 10. 

“At St. Lucia, on May 11,” says Capt. 
Cantell, “I went on board the British 
steamer Roddam, which had escaped 
from the terrible volcanic eruption 
at Martinique three days before. The 
state of the ship was enough to show 
that those on board must have under- 
gone an awful experience. The Rod- 
dam was covered with a mass of fine 
bluish-gray dust or ashes or cement- 
like appearance. In some parts it lay 
two feet deep on the decks. This mat- 
ter had fallen in a red-hot state all 
over the steamer, settine fire to every- 
thing it struck that was burnable, and 
when it fell. on the men on board, 
burned off pieces of fiesh. This was 
shown by finding portions of human 
remains when the decks were cleared 
of débris. 

“The rigging, ropes, tarpaulins, sails, 
awnings, etc., were charred or burned, 
and most cf the upper spars had been 
swept over Skylights were 
smashed and cabins were filied with 
volcanic dust. 

AWFUL EXPERIENCE. 
1 visited the captain of the Rod- 


he gave me an account of his terrible 
experience. He had just arrived and 


the morning of Thursday. May 8. The 
captain was standing near the accom- 
modation ladder talking t othe agent 
of the vessel, who had come on board, 
when he saw what appeared to be an 
enormous black cloud like a wall, with 
patches of fire in it, approaching the 
sea from the land. With it came an 
immense tidal wave of boiling water, 
accompanied by a loud and terrible 
néise. He shouted Take shelter’ to the 
crew. Immediately the steamer was 


almost capsizing. Darkness fell like 
a pall, and volumes of red-hot matter 
showered down, while the alr was 
thick with sulphurous fumes and dust. 


“Fire soon broke out in different 
of the ship. Screams, groans and 
shouts of agony from injured people, 
ingied with the terrible noise of the 
boiling water and rushing air, together 
with the falling fire, caused a most 


“The captain of the Roddam, know- 
ing the necessity of escape, rushed to 
the engine-room annunciator and sig. 
naled below to start the engine at full 
speed, The anxious moments, increased 
by his sufferings from burns and ag- 
ony of mind, were relieved by the vi- 
bration of the engine and the reply 
from below. It happened, fortunately, 
that although the crews had been run- 
ning off from duty at the engines, 
some of the engineers were near by.

Town of Goliad is 
Wrecked. 


— 


Ninety Dead and Over 
Hundred Injured. 


Wide Stretch of Country Laid 
Waste by Storm. 


Death and Devastation Left 
in Cyclone’s Wake— Awful 
Scene of Ruin. 


[BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.} 
ALLAS (Tex.) May 18.—A special 
to the News from Goliad, Tex., 


says: 

“Ninety are dead. Over a hundred 
are wounded. In addition there is a 
gaping wound in the town—the path of 
one of the most destructive cyclones 
ever known in Texas. 

“The tornado struck this place about 
3:45 o'clock this afternoon, lasting only 
about five minutes, leaving death and 
disaster everywhere in its wake. 

“It came from the southeast without 
warning, completely demolishing a strip 
about two blocks through the whole 
western part of the town, about a 
mile long. 

“Among the many houses demolished 
are the Baptist Church and parsonage, 
just bullt; the Methodist Church and a 
colored church. 

“It is impossible to estimate the 
number of houses destroyed, but it is 
thought the number will reach 100. The 
damage done cannot be approximated, 
but it is very great. About all the 
human dead and wounded have been 
taken care of. 

“The path of devastation is strewn 
with all kinds of d@bris and dead and 
wounded animals. 


“The pitiful cries of the wounded are 
heard everywhere and at times are 
heart-rending. 

A report from the country around 
Goliad is to the effect that no damage 
was done. A special train bearing the 
O'Conner Guards, six physicians, 
nurses and many volunteers came from 
Victoria, and also a special train from 
Cuero. bringing phyiciats, nurses, 
druggists and volunteers. 

So far ninety dead and 120 injured 
have been reported, of which the fol- 
lowing is a partial list:

STORM SWEPT FOUR STATES. 
(BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.) 

DALLAS (Tex.) May 19 2:15 am 
Advices from all available sources here 
last night were that a disastrous cy- 
clone swept across Texas yesterday 
causing loss of life and almost incal- 
culable damage to property. 

The cycione is believed to have orig- 
inated on the Gulf coast at a point 
almost directly south of Goliad, and 
traveled in a northeasterly direction 
as far as Kentucky. It left desola- 
tion behind it in four States, but 
Texas seems to have suffered more 
than the others. 

At 10 o'clock last night there were 
two reports current concerning the 
fate of the historic town of Goliad. 
Both of them were sufficiently distrezs- 
ing. One was that fifty lives were 
lost and much of the town destroyed. 

The high wind which prevailed over 
that portion of the State which lies 
east and south of here has demoralized 
the telegraph and telephone services. 
On its main line the Texas and Pa- 
cific has no communication further east 
than Mineola, but the conductor on a 
train arriving late last night reported 
to the general officers here that this 
was because a tree had been biown 
across the wires between there and 
Mineola. On the transcontinental di- 
vision it is impossible to receivé any 
response from anywhere east of 
tass, which is forty miles west of Tex- 
arkana. 

Wild rumors about the fate of Tex- 
arkana were in circulation for a time. 
but the anxiety on that score was re- 
lleved by the statement from an in 
coming train that there had been no 
damage at Marshall, Texarkana or in- 
termediate points. Shreveport, La., 
seems to be cut off from the worid. 

HEAVY LOSS OF LIFE. 
THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.; 

DALLAS (Tex.) May 19. 2:15 a.m.— 
The Southwestern Telegraph and Teie- 
phone Company of this city had infor. 
mation last night that a cyclone caused 
the loss of about one hundred lives 
and the destruction of much propert 
at the town of Goliad yesterday. The 
information came direct from the com- 
pany’s operator at Goliad, who man- 
aged to send a message to Houston 
before the wires were rendered use- 
less by the noise of the wind. 

Last night a telegram from Goliad 
was received over the Western Union 
wires from Goliad by William Stopple 
of this city. In it Mr. Stopple wag n- 
formed that the lives of his family 
were believed to have been lost in a 
cyclone there. His mother, Mrs. J. J. 
Stopple, and his two brothers, Sydney 
and Owen Stopple, live in Gollad. 

At Corsicana, three or four houses 
were blown down and at Dublin two 
or three bridges were washed away. 

The Mineola operator for the Texas 
and Pacific Railroad said fe had been 
informed that at the little town of 
Alba, twelve miles north of there on a 
branch of the Missouri. Kansas and 
Texas, a terrible storm prevailed. 
Twenty-five or thirty buildings wer» 
wrecked. It is not known whether or 
not there were any fatalities. 


DEATH AND DESOLATION. 
TOO UTTER FOR PORTRAYAL. 
‘BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.1 

HOUSTON, May 18.—A special to the 
Post from Goliad, Tex., says: 

At a quarter to four this afternoon a 
tormado struck the beautiful and his- 
toric. town of Goliad and left death 
and desolation in its pathway beyond 
the power of pen to portray. 

A correspondent reached there at 7 
o'clock on a special train from Vic- 
toria, Tex., bearing doctors, nurses and 
medicines, friends and relatives of 
Goliad people, and the O’Conng: 
Guards. The scene which met the eye 
on reaching the scene of destruction, 
which was in the western part of the 
city, was appalling. Between Church 
and Patrice streets, which run north 
and south a distance of a mile in 
length, only one house was left stand- 
ing, and scarcely a vestige of many 
could be seen. Little damage was 
done except within these boundaries, 
a width of 250 yards. The tornado was 
preceded a few-moments by a heavy 
hall storm and a deep rymbilng ound, 
but no one had any premonition of the 
disaster, and there was no opportunity 
for escape for refugees. 

The cyclone dealing death and de- 
struction was all ver in a few wo 
ments. 

The section which most suffered was 
the residence portion, the lower part 
being the negro settlement, while the 
upper part contained many fine resi- 
dences. The Methodist and Baptist 
ehurches, and the Baptist parsonage, 
both just completed, and the negro 
Methodist Church were destroyed.

The 
President's reply is dated Mey 9, and is 
as follows: 

My Dear Bishop Lawrence: I have 
received your letter and the resolutions 
ef the convention of the Protestant 
Bplisecopal Church in the diocese of 
Massachusetts. Permit me to thank 
you, and through you, the convention 
for what has been done by you. 

I hope it ie unnecessary to say that 
no one in the country can be more 
anxious than I am—save perhaps Sec- 
fetary Root—to discover and punish 
every instance of barbarity by our 
troops in the Philippines. 

In reference to these cruelties I 
agree with every word in your ad- 
dress. No provocation, however great, 
can be accepted as an excuse for mis- 
wee of the necessary severity of war, 
and above all for torture of any 
kind or shape. 

Long before any statements had 
been made public, and before any ac- 
tion had been taken by Congress, the 
War Department had ordered a rigid 
investigation of certain of the charges, 
including the charges of Maj. Gardener, 
the orders of investigation as regards 
these particular charges having gone 
ont over three months ago. 

The investigation will be of the 
most thorough and sweeping character, 
and, if necessary, will be made by 
the civil as well as the military rep- 
réventatives of the government in the 
lands. 


I have directed that courts-martial 
be held under conditions which will 
give me the right of review.

HAZLETON Fa May 18.—The 
visit of Ralph M. Easley, secretary of 
the National Civie Federation, to 
strike headquarters and his confer- 
ence with President Mitchell of the 
United Mine Workers last night, was 
the only incident of any importance 
that claimed the attention of labor 
leaders and others around the Valley 
Hotel. As neither Mr. Easley nor 
Mr. Mitchell would say anything re- 
garding their meeting, there was 
much speculation as to the object of 
the visit of the secretary of the Civic 
Federation. Mr. Easley laughed at 
the stir which his arrival caused; and 
said there was not the slightest signifi- 


iterated that he came here merely to 
look over the ground, and to keep him- 
self informed of the general Situa- 
tion. He denied that he brought any 
pian for the settlement of the strike 
or any message from Senator Hanna 
or any other member of the Civic Fed- 
eration. Mr. Easley said he carried 
no message back with him from Mr. 
Mitchell. His talk with the-miners’ 
national president last night lasted 
two hours. He again saw Mr. Mitch- 
ell for a few minutes this morning, 
and left for New York at 10 o'clock. 

Despite the denials of the labor 
leaders, the members of the Civic 
Federation and the coal operators, all 
of whom have thas far rigidly adhered 
to the policy of absolutely refusing 
to anticipate any movement in con- 
nection with the strike, it is believed 
here that the federation is quictiy 
preparing to receive any proposition 
that might possibly be offered by 
either side. This belief is strengthened 
by the fact that only twenty-four 
hours had elapsed from the time the 
conference was held at Washington 
between Senator Hanna, President 
Gompers of the American Federation 
of Labor, who is also a member of the 
Civic Federation, and Mr. Easley, and 
the latter's arrival here. 

Absolute quiet reigned today at heal 
quarters and throughout the Lehigh 
Valley. Clergymen of nearly all de- 
nominations in their sermons today 
touched more or less on the strike. The 
trend of their remarks Was more of 
forbearance, frugality and temperance. 
The great etruggle was generally de- 
plored and the hope was held out that, 
though the strike must cause much 
suffering for a time, it may in the 
end result in great gpod for both capi- 
tal and labor. There was an impres- 
sive scene at each of the masses at 
St. Gabriel's Roman Catholic Church 
in this city. This ia the church in 
which the late Rev. Phillips, the min- 
ers’ champion in the strike of 1900, was 
the rector. 

Following out President Mitchell's 
request that all mine workers abstain 
from visiting saloons, Rev. James 8. 
Hussie, asked all the members of the 
parish to take an oath abstaining from 
the use of intoxicating liquors during 
the strike. Few, if any. refused. 

At the principal service at 10:30 a. 
m., every rson in the church, whi h 
Was crowded, stood up and took the 
oath. At vespers the oath was admin.

Hebrews Organize a Vigorous Boy- 
cott Against Products of the Meat 
Trust in the East Side of New York.

NEW YORK, May 18.—Five hun- 
dred East Side Hebrew men and 
women met today and formed ‘The 
Ladies’ Anti-Beef Society., They 
elected Mrs. Caroline Schatsborg pres!- 
dent and she appointed Mrs. Pawine 
Frickel treasurer. 

A committee of seven women was 
appointed, and the members instructed 
to visit all the tenement-houses on the 
East Side to persuade the Hebrew 
women not to buy meat until the price 
was reduced to the point of a year 
ago. that is, 10 and 12 cents per pound. 
They were not to create any disturb- 
ance, but when they saw Hebrew 
women coming out of a butcher shop 
with meats they were instructed to 
argue with them. If they were un- 
willing to throw the meat away, but 
willing to join the organization, the 
committee women were to buy it from 
them and throw it into the street. 

Together with this committee an- 
ether of nine men was appointed ae an 
auxiliary to the women. After the 
work of placing the boycott through- 
out the East Side is completed the 
committee will continue its missionary 
work in other parts of the city. The 
association, which had a temporary 
organization before, has expended $500 
in paying fines to date. The secretary 
said she was unable to atate how 
much money the organization has. as 
it was coming in from collections taken 
up in different parts of the East Side.

Washouts 
caused serious damage to railroads in 
Minnesota and Iowa, and lightning de- 
stroyed buildings in various points in 
both States. In Nebraska the storm 
took the form of a tornado, buildings 
being wrecked at Davenport, Fairfield 
and Red Cloud. 2

OLD-BLOODED MATRICIDE 
AT CASTROVILLE. 


JOHN M’CARTY MURDERS HIS POOR 
OLD MOTHER. 


Four Bullets Fired into the Woman’s 
Brain pt Close Range—Rel-handed 
Son Surrenders Himself After the 
Crime—Pleads Self-defense. 


(BY TPE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—P 

CASTROVILLE, May 18.—Shortly 
after noon today John McCarty, aged 
22. entered the office of Judge Clark 
and requested that he be locked up, as 
he had just shot and killed his 
mother. Investigation proved the 
truth of his story.. 

Mrs. McCarty was found lying in a 
front room of her residence, her 
head resting in a pool of blood. Four 
pistol balls had been fired into der 
brain, the weapon having been held 
close to the left ear. The shots were 
all within a space two inches square. 

McCarty at first refused to make a 
statement until he had seen a lawyer, 
but finally said that his mother had 
tried to kill him, and that he shot her 
in self-defense. 

The theory of the officers is that 
he quarreled with his mother, knocked 
her down and fired the shots. This is 
indicated by the position of the body 
and the direction taken by the bullets. 

The self-confessed matricide is a son 
of Cornelius McCarty, a veteran of the 
Civil War, and has during the past 
three years worked in San Francisco, 
his last employment being as janitor of 
the Mille building. He arrived home 
last night, to attend the Portuguese 
Pentecost festivities, but for some rea- 
son did not do so. This morning he 
was around town and drank several 
times, but did not appear to be in- 
toxicated. In jail he is cool and col- 
lected. He has deen arrested for 
minor offenses before, and does not 
seem to be penitent, or to realize the 
pesition he is in. His father and 
brother are both respected residents of 
Castroville. There is great excite- 
ment over the crime, which is the sec- 
ond murder committed here oe 
three days.

SIX ANARCHISTS ARRESTED BY 
THE MADRID POLICE.

One of Them Had Dynamite Cart- 
ridges in His Possession and Says He 
Had Instructions to Throw Them at 
the Young Monarch’s Coach.

MADRID, May 18.—{By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] According to the newspapers here, 
the police have had an inkling of an 
anarchistic plot against the King since 
last March, and in April they discov- 
ered an anarchist meeting place in the 
fashionabie quarter of Madrid. 

The Andalusian anarchists arrived 
here May 2, and were arrested shortly 
after their arrival. After these arrests 
it was learned that Gabriel Lopez, a 
doorkeeper of an assurance company, 
situated in the Carrera San Geronimo, 
on the route of yesterday's royal pro- 
cession, and near the Chamber of Dep- 
uties, had a number of cartridges, be- 
lieved to be of dynamite, in his pos- 
session, and he was arrested at 3 
o'clock Sunday morning. 

Zz was examined before a magis- 
trate this morning, and declared that 
the man who gave him the cartridges 
and told him to throw them when the 
royal coach passed was Francisco Su- 
raez. 

Suraez is notorious for the part he 
played in an attempted outrage upon 
the late Canovas del Castillo, seven 
years ago, when he accompanied an 
anarchist named Ruiz, who intended 
to explode a bomb in Canovas del Cas- 
tillo’s garden. The bomb exploded 
— Ruiz was killed and 

uraez was badly injured. He was 
committed to prison for seven years, 
and bas only recently been liberated. 

Lopez was confronted yesterday with 
Suraeg and accused the latter with 

iving him the dynamite cartridges. 

‘his Suraez denied, and both men are 
detained. 

Four other men have been arrested 
in connection with them They do not 
deny being anarchists. The prisoners 
include six medical students, a printer, 
a carpenter and a mason. The cap- 
tured cartridges are being analyzed by 
the military authorities.

Seaport of Carupano, Venezuela, Again 
to be Shelled by Government Forces. 
Decisive Battle on Takis.

Bishop Taylor was *1 years of age. 
He began his remarkable career of 
evangelistic work when only 21 years 
old, and his labors took him to every 
part of the globe. A large part of his 
life was spent in the semi-civilized dis- 
tricts of Asia, Australia, Africa and 
South America. For many years prio 
to his retirement in 1898 he served as 
bishop of Africa.

capsized her. had parted the cable and 
the vessel was adrift. When the en- 
gines started it was found that the 
steering gear had become disdbled in 
some manner and could not be worked. 
For nearly an hour the Roddam's en- 
gines were backing and going ahead 
with the hope of bringing her head to- 
ward the sea and away from the land. 
Once she got dangerously near the 
steamer Roraima. Both vessels were 
in flames. Some of those aboard 
jumped into the boiling water, some 
fell dying to the deck. All this time 
the red-hot matter was falling and 
the water was hissing and steaming. 
Smoke and dust filled the air and pols- 
onous fumes spread about. After 
some time the Roddam's steering gear 
moved a little and enabled the captain 
to head about to sea and with much 
difficulty he managed to steer her a 
little distance from the land. 
GHASTLY SCENE. 

“As the air cleared the scene on 
board the ill-fated Roddam became all 
the more ghastly. The ship steamed on 
through thick, hot dust. The screams 
from the injured became more audt- 
ble. Some rushed frantically about 
with their clothes on fire and large 
pieces of flesh burned from their arms, 
others in their agony lying writh- 
ing in the red-hot dust. 

“In about two hours the air be- 
came gradually clear. An inveetica- 
tion of the casualties on board showed 
that besides the captain, who was 
frightfully injured, only two engincers, 
two sailors and the boatewain were 
able to do duty. 

“Fire was still burning about the 
ship and the rigging was in flames. 
The captain decided to try to reach 
the Island of St. Lu ia, forty miles 
distant. This he succeeded in doing by 
6 o'clock on the evening of May . 
The steamer was difficult to hand.e. 
owing to the partially disabled steer- 
ing gear, which could not be made to 
work properly. In the time occupl>d 
on this terrible voyage the experience 
‘af the survivors was still worse than 
that already gone through. 

CAPTAIN'S HEROISM. 

“The brave captain and his few men 
fighting the fire, exhausted and 
scalded, struggled to do something ta 
assist their dying shipmates. Those 
working below strived to keep up the 
steam. The captain, suffering the 
greatest agony, succeeded in navigat- 
ing his vessel safely to the port of 
Castres, St. Lucia, with eighteen dead 
bodies lying on the deck, and human 
limbs scattered about. A sailor stood 
by constantly wiping the captain's in- 
jured eyes. 

“I think the performance of the 
Roddam's captain was most wonderful, 
and the more so when I saw his pitiful 
condition. I do not understand how 
he kept up, yet when the steamer ar- 
rived at St. Lucia and medical 
sistance was procured, this brave man 
asked the doctors to attend to the 
others first, and refused to be treated 
until this was done.

ETONIA SHOWERED WITH DtstT. 

“We sailed from St. Lucia on the 
morning of May 11. and at 2 o'clock 
in the afternoon passed the island of 
Martinique. The weather was per- 
fectly clear, and we had a good view 
of that part of the island which had 
suffered by the volcanic eruption a 
few days before. The formation of 
the Island is quite altered, and the 
whole northern part, where the town 
of St. Pierre once stood, is covered 
with a mass of ashes and lava. At 
about 2:30 o'clock, as the Etonla was 
passing the island, a tremendous up- 
shoot of smoke and dust took place, 
and in a few moments the ship was 
covered with fine dust like cement. 
We were about three miles distant 
from the scene at the time. The 
ship's engines were put under full 
speed, and for a time much anxiety 
was felt on board. For an hour or 
more the ship was covered in dust 
and enveloped in a thick cloud, and 
the air was filled with sulphur fumes. 
It must have been another eruption, 
and the dust have been sent a great 
distance in the air, because it tray- 
eled against the wind and at a tre. 
mendously rapid rate.“ 

DUST FLOATED MANY MILES. 

The Lampoort and Holl steamer 
Horace arrived today from Santos, Rio 
de Janeiro and St. Lucia, and reports 
that before the ship arrived at St. 
Lucia, dust began falling in an unac- 
countable manner. This was on the 
morning of May 8. During that day 
there was a heavy thunder and light- 
ning storm. The dust became 6 dense 
that the crew was obliged to turn 
thelr backs to it At one time tho 
dust covered the decks to the depth 
of three inches. When the dust was 


first noticeable, the ship was 125 miles 
from rbadoes.

“He was 3 years of age. and had 
been a ralifoad man all 
was for years on the Wabash 
and came here about eight years 
ago, and since then had worked 
the Santa Fé and other roads.

“My own experience was nothing. 
I realized the danger as soon as the 
vessel careened, and at once secured 
a Ute preserver and gave it to my wife. 
She was almost hysterical because I 
did not have one myself. Had the 
ship ne down, she would probably 
have n saved, and it would have 
made no difference to me if she was 
eafe. I wasn't thinking of myself at 
all. I want to say with all possible 
emphasis that there was not a suffi- 
clent number of life preservers to go 
round, and that it would have been 
impossible to save half those passen- 
gers had the ship foundered. I think 
it was criminal to attempt to make 


the trip, and I shall always think ., 


especially when the officers of the ves- 
sel knew what kind of a sea was run- 
ning, having just come from San Pe- 
dro throuch the gale.” 
PLUNGBD OVERBOARD. 

J. F. Herrick, a mining man of Spo- 
katie, Wash., was on the upper deck 
near the stern when the vessel turned 
over. Not far away was his wife, 
who screamed lustily. In the confu- 
sion Herrick thourht she had fallen 
into the sea. Seeing a woman's hat 
floating on the waves, he plunged over- 
board to save her life. He is a good 
swimmer, and when he found that his 
wife was safe he grasped a floating 
board and rode the waves for severa! 
minutes, conversing the while with 
passengers on the vessel. He was un 
able to render any assistance to 
Knight, who was some distance from 
him. in the water. Finally Herrick 
was drawn on board with a rope. He 
swallowed a large quantity of salt wa- 
ter before he reached the deck and was 
sick when he was pleced in a stat 
room. When the train arrived in Los 
Angeles Herrick was taken to the 
Rosslyn Hotel with his wife and wa 
put to bed, too III to talk.

a member of Herrick'’s party, and saw 
the Spokane man when he jumped 
over the rail to render assistance, a- 
he supposed, to his wife.

PASSENGER'S ACCOUNT. 

“Only a light wind was blowing when 
we left Catalina, and none of us ex 
pected anything more than a rough 
voyage to the mainiand. Capt. Driscoll 
of the Warrior. ~ ith whom I talked 
about twenty minutes before We de- 
parted from Catalina, remarked that 
the sea was rather tumultuous, adding 
that ‘some af them will be pretty sick 
before we get into San Pedro.’ He 

to have no fear, however. that 
we would have any serious trouble. 

“After we got well out to sea and 
began to feel the heavy wind, a large 
number of passengers who were on the 
lower deck, received orders to go above 
Just about this time the boat rolled 
over on its starboard side, so that the 
rail of the upper deck on that side 
was submerged. We lay in that pos!. 
tion for what seemed an interminable 
time, but which probably was but one 
or two minutes. It was then that Her. 
rick heard his wife scream and jumped 
into the sea. He seemed to take it as 
more of a joke than anything else 
when he found that his wife was safe, 
and he floated around quite awhile 
before a rope could be thrown to him. 

“There seemed to be a dearth of life 
preservers on the vessel, at least in 
positions where they could be ob- 
tained quickly. I saw several men take 
the preservers from around their 
walsts and Hand them to women who 
were unprovided. 

“Little panic followed the accident. 
Some women became hysterical when 
the two men went Overboard, and 1 
guess all on board thought there was 
no hope of reaching port, but the pas- 
sengers were unusually calm and the 
officers and crew behaved admirably.” 

CARL LEONARDT'S ESCAPE. 

Contractor Carl Leonardt of Los An- 
geles was on the upper deck, sitting 
near the stern, when the vessel tipped 
on her beam, and he was thrown vio- 
lentiy, with many others, against the 
rail on the starboard side. He grasped 
a post and hung on tightly until the 
boat righted. 

“We left Avalon at 3:20 o'clock,” 
said Leonardt, “and at that time there 
was hardly a ripple on the waters of 
the bay, although a light breeze was 
blowing. After we passed out from the 
shelter of the island, we encountered 
whitecaps, and a little before 5 o'clock, 
when we probably were half way to 
San Pedro, we ran into a heavy sea. 
The wind blew a gale, and the waves 
were very rough. 

“Almost without warning, the vessel 
careened to the starboard side. Chairs 
and everything movable on the decks 
were washed er the rail, and the 
passengers \.., were sitting outside 
were thrown to that side of the deck. 
As soon as we could we put on ee 
preservers. Not one of us expected 
to escape being thrown into the sea. 

“I saw both men who were in the 
water. Knight remained on the sur- 
face but a short time, then he sank. 
We saw him clinging to two chairs and 
thought he would be able to hold up 
until a line could be thrown to him. 
but he evidently became weakened or 
cramped, and released his hold before 
help could reach him. 

“The vessel rollen three times, first 
to starboard, then to port and to star- 
board aguin; then it righted. and we 
had little more difficulty. Capt. Dris- 


coll and his crew acted with the best | 


judgment possible. so far as I am 
able to tell. It all came so quickly 
that there was little to do except to 
stop the engines and make an effort to 
save the men who went overboard. 
THINKS OTHERS DROWNED. 
“It is my opinion that Knight is not 
the only man drowned, although I saw 
no one else in the water except Her- 
rick. There was such a crush of - 
sengers on the deck, and the — 


tipped so suddenly that it seems in- 


credible that more persons were not 
washed or thrown overboard.” 


WOMEN IN THE CABIN, 


they, in the moment of danger, mistook 
the number of persons whim they saw 
in the water. Charles A. Sloan of San 
Francisco, formerly of this city, a man 
who has himself followed the sea along 
the stormy shores of Cape Cod, and the 
coast of Maine, is positive in assert- 
ing that there was another man lost. 
He sald: 

“There can be no mistake about it. 1 
saw three men in the water at the 
same moment, and I know that two 
were drowned. eaw the ralliroad 
man, Knight, sink as a huge wave 
passed over him. I saw the Spokane 
man, Herrick, saved, but I know that 
the third man who was in the water 
with them was not saved. I could 
name half a dozen persons who would 
swear to the same thing. I do not 
know who this third man was, but he 
wore a blonde beard, and he went un- 
der just as the ship was righting her- 
self. The veseel swung over almost to 
the other side, and when we came up 
a second time I could not see the men 
in the water. 

AS TO LIFE PRESERVERS. 


“How many people were on the ves- 
sel? Well, I should say that there 
were nearly 200. The train which 
brought us to Los Angeles was made 
up of three coaches, and all of them 
were filled. A coach holds about 
sixty persons, and there were at least 
180 of us on the train. It is positively 
true that there were not enough life 
preservers for more than 100 passen 
gers. If there were, they were in a 
place where the passengers could not 
find them. I saw two young men, wh» 
were accompanied by ladies, cut two 
life preservers in two. Then the 
party tied the ends together and 
Sirapped them around the four per- 
sons. and were ready for the next 
wave to carry them overboard. The 
life preservers were not made of cork, 
but of dried tules, or some such veg- 
etable stuff, which, although they 
might have flaated a person for a 
time, would have eventually sent us 
all to the bottom. That any seaman 
should make such a trip in such a 
sea is a matter of amazement to me, 
and you can ask any of the passengers 
and they will tell you that for more 
than an hour we did not know what 
bie wave would swamp the ship.” 

The lady who accompanied Mr. 
Sloan also made the positive decilara- 
tion that three men were washed over- 
board. and that two of them were lost. 
She said that she saw two men drown, 
and witnessed the rescue of the third 
man. Another passenger, who makes 
the same statement, is A. M. Love- 
lace of this city. Charles H. Plum- 
mer says that two men lost their 
lives. If a second man was drowned 
no one knows who he was, for no 
other person has been reported miss- 
ing. 


PRAISE FOR PLUMMER. 

C. D. Stokes of Kansas City, a travel- 
ing salesman for a drug house, was a 
passenger on th Warrior and arrived 
at the Arcade Depot without his hat 
or coat. 

“I want to say a word for that man 
Plummer, Charles H. Plummer,“ he 
said last night. For coolness in a 
moment of danger he is the best man I 
ever saw. When the ship went over 
we all thought we were going to the 
bottom. Plummer stationed himeeif 
near the place where the life preser v 
ers were kept and began passing them 
out to the women. He would hand one 
to a man and tell him not to be a hog; 
that a woman needed it more than he 
did, and asked him to pass it on. He 
did not get one himeelf, or if he did 
he gave it away. I heard of the inci- 
dent of the man taking a lite pre- 
server from a woman and some of the 
men went through the boat after we 
landed and tried to find that man, The 
woman said she thought she could 
identify him. Had we found him I be- 
Heve we would have thrown him over- 
board.“ 


C. W. CLARKES STORY. 

C. W. Clarke of No. 333 North Main 
street, while he criticises the officers 
of the vessel for attempting’ to make 
the trip, is warm in praise of them 
for the manner in which they handled 
the vessel. “The captain deserves 
greatest praise.” said Clark, “and 
but for his good seamanship the ship 
would have gone done. or three 
hours we were in grave danger. The 
captain knew this, but did all that 
he could do to allay the fear of pas- 
sengers. There was not enough life 
preservers. People were knocked 
down on the hurricane deck and but 
for the rail would have rolled over- 
board. I saw several passengers fall 
and save themselves by clutching at 
the upper works. The vessel was not 
one to send out on such a trip, and 
it is almost a miracle that all of us 
were not drowned.” 


Alert in Danger. 


Phe United States training ship 
Alert, Which is lying off San Pedro, 
was reported to be in great danger 
last night. Although the vessel was 
partly protected by the uncompleted 
breakwater, she was lying in such a 
position that heavy seas struck her. 
and she was reported dragging her 
anchors. A telephone message from 
San Pedro at & o'clock last night re- 
quested that Capt. Adams be found 
and told of the danger the veasel 


was in. It was stated that the sea | 


was so rough that the members of the 
crew who were on shore leave could 
not venture out in an open boat to 


board the ship, and those left on board |

In His Steps. 

On Sunday evening Rev. C. C. Pierce, 
pastor of the Memoria! Baptist Church, 
preached a sermon to the “In His 
Steps Society,” an organization com- 
posed of the young women of the 
church. His text was I Peter 2.21, 
“Follow His Steps.” He sald: 

“The figure which likens life to a 
journey is as apt as it is old. Life 
is deed a journey, but it may end 
in Diessed rest at last. Its supreme 
object is heaven. If life is brief and 
eternity eternal, how much care shou d 
we have lest we miss the true end. 
It is an easy thing to miss the way— 
as easy as it is dreadful; for we can 
never retrace our steps. There are 
those who would warn you to avoid 
much because they earnestly desire 
that you should not miss the way. Je- 
sus Christ is the true guide along life's 
journey. ‘Follow in His steps.’ and 
you can never miss your way.” 

“To follow Jesus means to choose 
righteousness instead of sin; life in- 
stead of death, truth instead of er- 
ror. We cannot go in two directions 
at the same time. We cannot serve 
God and mammon. To follow Jesus 
means to believe in Him and be obe- 
dient to Him in all things. This leads 
us to the question of conduct. Can 

J do this thing? Christians often ask. 
Yes, if it can pass six gates. Firs: 
vill it hurt me? is it best for me? 
Second, is it harmful to others? will 
it in any way injure my fellow-men 
or lead them astray’? Third, is thls the 
best thing I can do with my time, 
my money, my influence? Fourth, is 
its tendency right? is it liable to lead 
me into sin or wrong of any kind? 
Fifth, does Jesus command it on the 
one hand or prohibit it on the other? 
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Sixth, e it pleasing to Him, whether 
he explicitly forbade it or not?. If 
most of our acts can pass these six 
gates, we may be quite certain that 
we are at least going in the righ: di- 
rection and seeking to follow ‘in His 
steps.“

A Whitsuntide Sermon. 


Rev. Dr. George Thomas Dowling 
preached yesterday morning in Christ 
Episcopal Church, from St. Peter's 
sermon on the day of Pentacost. He 
repeated the same discourse in the 
evening at the Chapel of Our Saviour.

“Have you ever noticed how almost 
uniforméiy unsuccessful all churches 
and all preachers are, who seek im- 
ply to preach Christ's morality, as 
— — it were the whole of (Christ's 
gMpei? Have you ever gone further 
back than this, and noticed how un- 
successful Jesus Christ was Hum 
Here was a divine preacher preaching 
sermons like the Sermon on the 
Mount; and yet the whole record shows 
that His success in gathering follow- 
ers was almost nothing at all. The 
largest number we hear of is about five 
hundred brethren at once, of whom 
we are told some doubted, 

“But within a few days after His 
death; resurrection and ascension, 
Pefer preaches this sermon, of which.) 
our text on this Whit Sunday morn- 
ing is an extract, and in a single day 
3000 souls are converted to Our Lord. 
Where was the difference? It was 
because until after Christ's death the 
principal feature of Christ's gospel 
was ecarcely preached at all- His 
miraculous resurrection and ascension. 
As our Prayer Book explains it, ‘Hav- 
ing overcome the sharpness of death, 
He has opened the kingdom of heaven 
to all believers.’ 

“There are some single hours which 
decide the destiny of ages; as when 
King John signed the Magna Charta. 
and England's liberties were secured; 
or when Luther discovered the Bible, 
written in a strange tongue and 
chained to a pillar in his convent. Such 
an hour in the history of the Chris- 
tion church it was when these dis-

This drawback is, however, 
easily obviated, as we have suggested, 
by the simple expedient of covering 
the surface of the roads with crude 
oil, which costs little and lasts a long 
time, being in many respects prefer- 
able to water for this purpose.

HE GLUT OF GOLD. 
A letter from Tacoma, published 


recently in The Times, contains some 


startling information in regard to the 
probable richness of hitherto unrec- 
ognized gold deposits in Alaska, and 
incidentally added increased impor- 
tance to the question of the decline in 
the value of gold, to which The Times 
has referred on several occasions of 
late. 

According to this story, which reads 
almost like a chapter out of the Ara- 
bian Nights, a syndicate has acquired 
several square miles of tundra land in 
Alaska, a boggy formation which has 
not hitherto been suspected of over- 
lying gold deposits, but rather has 
been regarded as a nuisance. Now it 
is stated that experiments quietly made 
by this syndicate during the past few 
years have established the fact, not 
only that this tundra soil is a good 
quality of peat, which may be used 
for fuel, but that underneath, the 
ground is immensely rich in gold. 
Borings made to bedrock, which is 
found at a depth of forty to eighty 
feet from the surface, are said to have 
shown gravel-bearing gold in quanti- 
ties running from $3.64 to $12.41 per 
cubic yard, the lowest average being 
$3.64. A brief calculation shows that. 
at $5 a cubic yard, a mile square of 
ground, worked to @ depth of forty 
feet, would yield about $500,000,000. 

This reads like a Munchausen story, 
but there is no telling what mineral 
richness may yet be found in that 
mysterious northland, where the gold 
that is scattered through the gest 
ridge of mountains between Cape Horn 
and the North Pole appears to kane 
become concentrated. Should this 
yarn prove to be anything like well 
founded, it will certainly further 
hasten a decline in the value of gold; 
and will set some of our social econ- 
omists to scratching their heads. 
Since the earliest times of which his- 
tory makes any record, gold has been 
the most valuable meta] known to 
man. This, notwithstanding the fact 
that, with the exception of iron, it is 
the most widely distributed metal on 
the earth. Under the crude methods of 
mining and extraction which prevailed 
in early days it was, however, only 
possible to recover the gold when it 
was in placer claims, or in shallow 
holes above the water line, and then 
much of it was wasted in the process 
of extraction. Nowadays, men dig 
down deep into the bowels of the 
earth, and with chemicals they extract 
from the gold-bearing ore every trace 
of gold that it contains, so that it is 
now possible to mine ore containing 
leas than $2 of gold to the ton at a 
good profit. For instance, reports for 
the eleventh fiscal year of the great 
Treadwell mines on Douglas Island, 
Alaska, show that during 1901 there 
were 475,802 tons of ore crushed. at 
an average yield of $1.88 a ton, making 
the total output for the year $860,737, 
or a net profit of $352,559. The total 
profits of the mines since they began 
working amount to $5,600,666. 

Uniess we are greatly mistaken, 
this question of the decline in the 
value of gold, owing to the immense 
increase of production, is one of the 
great questions that will confront the 
human race during the next decade. 


TILL FIGHTING THE CANAL. 

When you have made up your 
mind that you want to advocate a 
certain policy, at any cost, for rea- 
sons that are more or less personal 
and selfish, any old kind of an argu- 
ment that happens to come to hand 
will serve. The truth of this state- 
ment has been verified in an amusing 
way during the past few days. at 
Washington. Having falled in every 
other method of opposition and delay, 
the enemies of the Nicaragua Canal— 
or, rather, we should say, the enemies 
of any isthmian canal—have grasped 
at the last straw, in the shape of the 
volcanic eruptions in the West In- 
dies, as an argument against the con- 
struction of the canal by the Nica- 
raguan route, and incidentally, as a 
means of throwing the question again 
open, and inviting yet further delay. 
A “scientist” named Hill, who is con- 
nected with the United States Geolog- 
ical Survey, has been induced to make 
the more or less important statement 
that the vulcanic outbreak in the 
West Indies has confirmed his prefer- 
ence for the Panama route, which, 
he says, is in a region comparatively 
free from seismic disturbances, and 
one in which no volcanic activity has 
occurred since the tertiary period, 
while the Nicaragua route, he says, 
is within the zone of destructive dis- 
turbances, where earthquakes are 
frequent. He refers, incidentally, to 
the existence of a volcanic cone near 
the center of Lake Nicaragua itself. 
While nobody has ever seen this. cone 
in activity, or has e heard of such 
a happening, he declares that there 
is no evidence that it is extinct. Sure! 
There is no evidence that Mount Ta- 
malpais or Mount Dfablo or Mount 
San Jacinto, in this State, are ex- 
tinct. But still, we go on making im- 
provements around them, without tak-

1 W. Frank, representing the Ceme- 
tery Committee, com of John 
Kahn, Berthold Baruch and himself, 
made a statement of the work, and 
turned the grounds over to the presi- 
dent of the congregation, Kaspare 
Cohn. Mr. Cohn received the trust 
in an appropriate speech, and at its 
close introduced wr 8. Hecht, who 
ve an eloquent address. 

# Rabbi Hecht spoke of the harmon- 
fous feeling among the Jewish people 
of this vicinity, which made possible 
the work here begun, and thanked the 
committees and people for their help. 
He spoke of the natural impulse in 
the human breast to tenderly care for 
the dead, and showed how this has 
been a strong controlling impulse 
throughout the many centuries of hu- 
man existence. We are taught to be- 
lieve that in man is the God-likeness, 
and a desecration of the dead is like- 
wise a desecration of that which has 
been the temple of the Ut God, 

said he. The speaker showed how the 
Jewish race throughout all its history 
had tenderly revered the resting piace 
of its dead, and portrayed tne deep- 
est sorrow caused the race by the 
various exiles enforced upon them, 
when they were made to leave the 
graves of their beloved. “There is a 
certain solace and a certain associa- 
tion of sweet and tender ideas which 
surrounds us when we are near the 
graves of our dead; here we recall the 
sweetness of life's communion with 
the departed friend, and here we find 
comfort in these associations. Were 
this sentiment gone from our midst, 
we might as well exchange our civili- 
zation for barbarism. 

“The first. Jewish cemetery wag es- 
tablished in Los Angeles fifty years 
ago by the smal! band of loyal Jews 
then here. Today we witness the con- 
summation of plans long cherished, 
and it is hoped that soon the bodies 
of the people resting in the old ceme- 
terles will find final sepulchure in this 
beautiful ‘Home of Rest“ 

Then followed the impressive dedi- 
catory sentences, wherein the rabbi, 
by virtue of the office held by him, 
consecrated the ground of the plot as 
a holy place of rest, the gateway to 
immortality and commended to Al- 
mighty God its keeping, followed by 
the blessing of the congregation, and 
the dismissal. 

Announcement was made that the 
plat of the grounds would be open 
for selection of lots at 10 o'clock next 
Sunday at the temple. The Woman's 
Society cf the “Home of Peace” will 
take an active part in the beautify- 
ing of the new grounds, and as soon 


as water is developed trees will be 
planted. 
It was announced yesterday that 


through the kindness of the president 
of the congregation, a device for low- 
ering caskets into the grave had been 
presented the cemetery, and another 
friend had made provision for a 
wagonette, to convey the casket from 
the hearse to the grave. 

As soon as the lots are assigned, sev- 
eral Jewish families will have their 
dead removed to the new “Home of 
Peace.“ 

While the cemetery at present is 
somewhat igconvenient of access, it 
is directly on the route of the pro- 
posed electric line to Whittier. and 
the trustees of the cemetery have do- 
nated to the electric company right 
of way in front of its grounds, the as- 
surance being given that the road wil! 
soon be built.

BEES IN A CHURCH. 


House of Worship Conevrted into a 
Hive—Firemen Will Take out the 
Honey. 


Some time during the coming week 
the members of hose company No. 4 
of the fire department, at Jefferson 
and McClintock streets, propose to 
have a feast of honey. To get it they 
will have to tear away portions of the 
University Methodist Episcopal Church 
just across the street from their quar- 
ters. Two swarms of bees have taken 
possession of two corners of the 
church building, and are now busily 
eng in the work of filling their 
improvised hives with honey from the 
hundreds of handsome flower beds 
which surround the residences in that 
section of the city. 

The first swarm has had tts abode 
in the church building for several] 
weeks, but as the corner which it pre- 
empted is away from the street, the 
of the honey-makers was 

nown only to a few persons. The 
firemen knew they were there, but pre- 
ferred to wait until a supply of honey 
had been placed in the hive before at- 
tempting to take out the bees. 

A few days ago another swarm 
appeared, and an effort was made to 
make them light upon a hive of the 
regulation pattern. To do this the 
firemen and others beat upon tin pans 
and rang bells, but the paid no 
attention to these noises and lighted 
upon the church. At the corners of 
the church bullding the construction is 
such that two broad upright beards 
form a large box between the outer 
boards and the plastering. are 
a number of small holes into these 
boxes, making them easy of access to 
the bees. The second swarm took 
possession of the box at the northeast 
corner of the church, near the eaves.

ACTIVE SEARCH IN ALL DIREC- 
TIONS FOR PLACER GROUND. 


California’s Minerals—The Old Com- 
stock’s New Lease of Life—Ariozna 
Miner—L tze Profits of Mountain 
Copper Company—Mining Notes. 


Not since the early days of California 
when placer mining was running 
full blast and was practically the 
only method of mining practiced 
in the State, has there been such 
an active search for placer min- 
ing ground as now. The com- 
monly accepted belief has been that 
it would be only a waste of time to try 
and get gold out of the gravel and 
earth by the dry washing process, so 
that where water for sluicing was not 
obtainable the average mining man 
has been content to admit the exist- 
ence of gold in dry placer regions, buf 
has utterly refused to make any effort 
to work the gravel or earth by the dry 
process. But, as in the case of quartz 
mining and hydraulic mining, so also 
in placer mining, have improved meth- 
ods been found, and difficulties hith- 
erto looked upon as insurmountable 
are being overcome, with the result, as 
stated, that placer ground is now in 
good demand all over the Pacific Coast. 
At the placers discovered some three 
months ago near Dos Cabezos, in Co- 
chise county, Arts., a dry washing 
Plant. known ae the Feltner (New 
York) process is going to be erected. 
The machine is. in the nature of an ex- 
periment, dut it will be tried at Dos 
Cabezos on a large scale, and should it 
prove successful, that is to say, should 
its mechanism be capable of demon- 
Strating its ability to extract the fine 
gold from the earth, it will be the 
means of converting a very large area 
of placer ground into valuable prop- 
erty, and what it may be able to do 
there it will, no doubt, be able to do 
at many places on the desert mining 
1 where water for sluicing cannot 


CALIFORNIA'S MINERALS. 

The State Mining Bureau has issued 
a ten-page folder, entitled “A Few 
Facts Concerning the Mineral Produc- 
tion of California as Compared with 
the Total Assessed Valuation.” It pre- 
sents in concise form a number of facts 
showing the importance, relatively, of 
the — industry ot the State. For 
instance, it is shown that the value of 
the mineral output for 1900 was equiva- 
lent to 2 per cent. of the total as- 
sessed valuation of rty, being 
enough, roundly speaking, to pay all 
taxes imposed within the State. The 
value of the mineral production of Los 
Angeles county is placed at $2,155,198. 

THE COMSTOCK LODE, 

That the old Comstock, in Nevada. 
is not an exhausted mining region, is 
well shown in the fact that the Con- 
solidated California and Virginia, one 
of the mines of the old bonanza days, 
is turning out 230 carloads of ore a 
week, the ore having an average value 
of $35 gold per ton. For the week 
ended April 26, the output was 239 car- 
loads of ore, of a value of $62.07 gold 
per ton of ore, and @2 carloads having 
a value of $18.25 gold per ton of ore. 
The old Silver Hin is still making a 
fine showing, as is also Best and Bel- 
cher.

‘THE BETTING MANIA. 


Gambling Fostered by Women's Card 
Clubs and Bridge Whist Parties—Boys 
Catch the “Fever.”

HEN complaints are made in 

certain quarters that the modern 

boy is becoming a chronic bet- 
ter and gambler, a good old-fashioned 
deacon is in the habit of observing: 
“You should not let him play cards. 
As oon as it became respectable among 
religious people to play carder, that 
moment gambling and betting were 
bound to follow.” 

Now, the deacon is an estivable 
gentieman, but his logic is defective. 
The playing of a game of chance “just 
for fun ts a very different thing from 
playing it for stakes. The instant that 
the stake enters—perhaps we might say 
the stake or the prize—it is then, and 
not till then, that the demoralization 
begins. 

“Well,” asker the distracted mother, 
“what am I going to do about it? How 
can I make the boy stop playing mar- 
bles in the street while all of his mates 
are doing it? Or keep him from at- 
tending the athletic exercises on his 
school ‘field day’? The boys al! bet 
on the outcome of the game—and he 
bets with them. The richer boys bet 
money—some even among the small 
ones venturing as much ase $10. The 
poorer boys wager their pocketknives 
or their pet rabbits, or whatever little 
piece of property they happen to have.” 

“If you forbid them to attend the 
games they will sncak off to them 
anyhow, won't they?” inquired a sym- 
pathetic friend, who was also wrest- 
ling with the boy problem. “Or else, 
maybe, they will do something worse.” 

CHILDREN IMITATE PARENTS. 

“Very likely,” sigha the other mother.

strength, as all bad habits have a way 


of doing. 
NOT A JOKING MATTER. 


There ts no difficulty in getting peo- 
ple generally to admit the evil of pool- 
rooms, an open gambling resorts, 
where the turn of “heads or tails” of 
the red or white decides the profits. 
The trouble is in what may be called 
the private bet. That is considered 
proper enough among 4 very large sec- 
tion of otherwise good society. Even 
the candid and unchecked betting on 


e of the steamer and 
all the different events of an 
ocean voyage is not reg ir led 
as anything really worth ob- 


jecting to by these excellent individu- 
als. Yet a worried mother said not long 
ago: “I don't wish Harold to go to 
Europe with us this year. He spends 
a good deal of time each day in the 
smoking-room with his father on every 
trip. Lat summer the men there made 
a pet of him and gave him money te 
bet with, and he actually won large 
sume. The result was that he was bet- 
ting all summer long on every little 
thing in the course of the journey. It 
seemed funny at first, and we taughed 
at it, but bye and bye it began to 
frikhten me, for soon he came to en- 
joy it so much that he had no ‘dea 
of stopping. He bets now on everythinz. 
I don't like it, but his father only 
laughs and says I am silly to be so 
strict, that it ‘isn't anvthing.’” 

We all know how much it hurts the 
dignity and standing of grown-up peo- 
ple to be forever laughing. A man must 
be pretty grave in order to gain the 
confidence of his fellow-men. A states- 
man has called us to witness that the 
monuments are all erected] to solemn 
asses. The same thing is true of na- 
tions. A nation that jokes at every- 
thing, no matter how great_it may be 
in other ways, is not on a firm basis. 
Matthew Arnold talks of “the hideous 
levity of our nature.” There really are 
some matters which we muet regard 
seriously. Gambline ani betting among 
our young men will never stop, so long 
as we laugh at them. 

BETTING HABIT UNMANLY. 

In a lecture to young men in his 
prime Ruskin said: “Of all ungentle- 
manly habits into which you can fall 
the vilest is betting or interesting 
yourselves in the issues of betting. It 
unites nearly every condition ot folly 
and vice.” And Phillips Brooks also 
felt deeply on the same subject, as 
these words of his show: “In young 
men, gambling and beting, if they he 
not the result of the merest thourht- 
lepsnesr, are signs of a premature de- 
moralization which hardly any other 
vice can show. In social life, in club 
or college, on the street, the willing- 
ness of young men to give or to re- 
ceive money on the mere turn of 
chance ts a token of the decay of man- 
Uness and self-respect which is more 
alarming than almost anvthing besides. 
It has an thherent »Soseness about it 
which not to feel shows a base soul. 
To carry in your pocket money which 
has becomé yours by no use of your 
manly powers, which has ceased to 
he another man's by no willing ac- 
ceptance on his part of its equiva- 
jent—that is a derrading thing.” 

EPIDFMIC IN SOME CITIES. 

A resident of one of our unportant 
cities reports that gambling is so hor- 
ribly pr: alent there that hardly a re- 
sponsihie position in any bank or mer- 
rantile house is filled by men brought 
up in the place. 

“Ve anve to import youne men. ne 
save, from rections of the country 
which are compartively free from the 

e native youth cannot be tr : 
When the fit seizes them 
danger of gambling away all of the 
propertyhof their employers. 

Of another city a close observer Las 
testified that it is even worse. 

“There ie hardly . wage earner tn 
our town,” he says, “whose weekly 
pay is not in advance ‘put up’ on some 
sort of steke. Suppose he gets $9 a 
week. You may be sure that at least 
$3 of it is regularly pledged on some 
sort of ‘policy’ or a Horse race. or 
whatever is ‘going’ that may be bet 
on. As for the boys, they pitch pennies 
and indulge in every other form of ju- 
venile gambling; and, though this is a 
great town for church song, their 
mothers seldom reprove them. Some 
of these mothers even boast of the ‘luck’ 
which their sons have. They could 
rearcely reprimand the boys and keer 
their own countenances—for more than 
half of the women in the place belong 
to card clubs which meet evenings, 


— 
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afternoons and actually even morn- 
ings—and always play for stakes or 
prizes. There is ecarcely anybody— 
certainly not one in twenty who play 
—who ever comes out the richer for all 
this gambling. You would think the 
folly of the whole thing would be 
plain to them. But it ien't. It is a fever, 
and the people who have it get to «& 
point where no reasoning affects them.” 

In this condition of affairs who can 
blame the boys? 

FLEECED BY SOCIETY WOMEN. 

The bridge whist epidemic. which 
still runs high in certain circles, has 
led to ts of the 
gambling passion. A prominent woman 
in a great city invited a college mate 
of her son's to spend the holidays eat 
her house. He came, and, being 
—— youth, fell readily into the 
ousehoid ways. Through inecrut- 
able denseness of intellect he did not 
detect the course which things were 
taking. He played bridge whist almost 

ight. and he knew there was 
talk money now and then, 
and that some sort of tally was kept 
by his hostess: but no money 
frem hand to hand in his sicht, and 
he actually did not realise that large 
sums were nearly every evening won 
or lost In the games which he was 
playing. Imagine his dismay when upon 
departing he was informed that he 
was $200 in debt to his friend's mother. 

„It is too bad.“ she laughed. “We 
did hope that you would come out 
ahead, but the fates have declared 
against you. However, don't hurry 
about paying. Any time will do.” 

The poor boy. who was not rich, and 
who knew that the payment of $200 
would sorely tax the family treasury, 
stammered out an apology. He didn't 
happen to have the money by him, but 
it should be sent before long.” He 
“hadn't really understood the full 
meaning of the game,” and so forth. 
At which his hostess playfully shook 
her bediamoned finger at him and told 
him how “foxy” he was, and assured 
him again that a few weeks hence 
would be soon enough to pay up.

SUPPORT STYLE BY GAMING. 

The good minister by close economy 
managed to help out his erring boy 
But he was considerate enough not to 
chide him overmuch, for he understood 
that his son was simply the victim of 
a social tendency—a tendency which 
is Mkely to be smothered in satin and 
roses and does not display its hideour- 
ness to the untutored eye of youth. 
It is eaid by those who know the facts 
that not a few handsome homer are 
supported in several large cities by 
the amateur gambling in their pariors. 
The temptation to do this sort of thing 
may be imagined to be strong to an 
impecunious man or woman with an 
expensive family to support. and false 
ideas of the necessaries of life. Strong 
principles. and “thinking clear and 
seeing straight.” are all that can give 
strength to resist the tide. 

There is no use in growing pes 
simistic over this marked feature of 
our modern life. Waves of wickedness 
seem to roll over the land from time 
to time only to subside. Then a wave 
follows which te Iikely to be not so 
bad. A century ago duelling was prev- 
alent and was in quite as high favor 
among the fashionable as betting and 
gambling now are, but duelling has 
passed by, never to return, and so, let 
us trust, will the lesser evils which 
now reign. 

FASHION'S IMPERIOUS ATTITUDE. 

Your boy bets. He bets on the elec- 
tions and on football games, on the 
fellow who will get the Latin prize, 
and the one who will make the best 
running high jump. You sigh and wish 
he wouldn't. In a vague way you real- 
ize something of the wrong which you 
are doing the child in allowing ‘ive com, 
suming passion for gambling to be 
lighted in his young soul. But your 
friends laugh at your solicitude. You 
fear you are setting yourself up to be 
better than others. This is now consid- 
ered the unpardonable ein. You must 
not object to any fashionable practice 
which may seem to you not right, be- 
cause, forsooth, by so doing you migh: 
imply that you are more virtuous chan 
your friends. This is the most power- 
ful check now brought to bear upon 
conscientious men and women who 
might otherwise become social critics. 

RPSTRAIN BY EXAMPLE. 

Pay no attention to this ingidious ar- 
gument. It is mere casuistry. Use 
every effort to break your boy of the 
betting habit. Watch and pray arfd 
strive in every way to show him the 
folly and sin of it, but do not expect 
to cure him unless you yourself, 
whether you gamble “in fun“ or in 
earnest, have cleansed your own skirts. 
The man who bets will have betting 
sons. The betting father knows, per- 
haps, “where to stop.” Whether the 
betting son will know where to stop or 
not is uncertain, It ts a chance which 
no sensible father or mother will care 
to take. It may possibly be profitable 
to contemplate certain famous towns 
which thought to benefit themselves 
by letting in gamblers as freely as they 
cared to come. It was expected that 
they would prove a source of prosper- 
ity. Instead, they have almost killed 
thore towns. Gambling will blight and 
kill wherever it enters. It is not al- 
ways easy to show this to a bey, but 
it can be done. Above all, do not let 
him think that it is a matter to 
laugh and joke about. There are cer- 
tain things concerning which it is 
ghastly to joke.

SAFE FROM MICROBES. 
— 


Job of a Bridge Sweeper May Seem 
Dangerous, but it is Not—Only One 
Case of Consumption Recalled. .— 


[New York Sun:] It might be sup- 
posed that there w not a more dan- 
gerous or un esome occupation 
than that of sweeper on the Brooklyn 
bridge. There are thirty-seven men 
employed all the year around to clean 
the bridge promenades and the en- 
trances, and in view of the many hun- 
dred thousand persons who cross ev- 
ery day it might be thought that mi- 
crobes of all kinds would be fying in 
the air breathed by the swee 

When a Sun reporter looked up some 
statistics concerning those 
sweepers, expecting to find ev other 


one a victim of consumption, dis- 
covered instead, to his rise, that 
they constitut as hale hearty a 


set of men as could be found anywhere, 
and that apparentiy to get a job as 
sweeper on the big bridge is 

much the same as to get a long 

on life. 

Of those thirty-seven men not fewer 
than five or six have been in the em- 
ploy of the bridge ever since the work 
en the structure began in 1870, and 
nearly a dozen have served in their 
present capacity since the bridge was 
thrown open to traffic, nineteen years 

The average length of service is 
about fifteen years. Absence en 40 
count of sickness is almost unknown 
among them. 

Time Clerk J. A. Kingsley of the 
bridge department, a son of one of the 
tioned on this point, t e co - 
call only one case of consumption 
among the bridge sweepers and that 
that case was inherited, the entire 
family of the 2 having been swept 
away by the disease. 

When a sweeper did not die from old 
age, he said, which was the most com- 
mon cause of death among them, they 
succumbed to the extreme heat of the 
dog days. That seemed to be Te. , 
danger to which they were e 
and during the last hot season three or 
four deaths among them were the re- 
sults of sunstroke. 

Mr. Kingsley called attention to the 
fact that while the chance of inhaling 
micobes is very small now, because the 
floors are well wetted down before be- 
i swept, it was very much greater 
before, when the same men also had 
to clean the bridge cars. At that time 
coceanut mats were used in the cars, 
and those mats had to be shaken and 
beaten by the men. 

The only precaution observed by the 
sweepers in doing that work was to tie 
a handkerchief across the lower part 
of the face. Yet the health of the men 
was no more affected then than it is 
now.
